“Campaign of Hatred” Has 

Part in Fight to Remove 
‘State Capital, Asserts 
Robert Alston—J. R. Smith 
Heads Ward Club. 


Jesse Armistead, candidate for mayor 
against Asa G. Candler, was scathingly 
arraigned as a purveyor of slander and 
misrepresentation and as an agent of 
division and hatred last night at the 
Organization meeting of the Ninth Ward 
Candler club in connection with the 
charge which Mr. Armistead in his re- 
cent speeches has brought against Mr. 
Candler. 

Kach charge was answered categoric- 
ally and Mr: Armistead’s alleged at- 
tempts to stir up class feeling and pull 
down the unity of the city in his effort 
to be elected mayor were denounced 
with great feeling. 

The meeting was pronounced one of 
the largest and most keenly interesting 
ward meetings ever held in the city of 
Atlanta. Despite a downpour of rain, 
there were approximately 500 people 
present, and the meeting was fraught at 
times with intense enthusiasm and 
feeling. 

Campaign of Division Charged. 

It was charged by various speakers 
that a deliberate campaign of division, 
an attempt to array class against class, 
to stir up and embitter the citizens of At- 
lanta over issues that have been set- 
tled at the polls, to leave nothing buried 
that might create prejudice, is being 
waged in effort to defeat Mr. @@ndler. 

Robert C. Alston termed it a campaign 
of hatred, having for its object the de- 
feat of Mr. Candler at no matter. what 
the cost to the unity and progress of} 
Atlanta, 

Mr. Alston threw the crowd into @ 
furor of enthusiasm in, a tremendous 
appeal for unity. This enthusiasm was 
increased when Mr. Alston made the 
charge that this “campaign of hatred” 
t's not confined to the forces which are 
fighting Mr. Candler in Atlanta, but 
that by the same methods those seeking 
to remove the capitol from Atlanta are 
Striving to prejudice the rest of the 
state against Atlanta, and that Atlanta 
must unite in the face of this wave of 
attack which will reach its crest on the 
floor of the house today, when the cap- 
itol removal bill, now pending, is placed 
upon its passage. 

“Year after year,’ said Mr. Alston, 
“one of the municipalities of this stgte 
has been attacking this city in season 
and out. Every effort has been made 
which greg d can invent to injure 
her, to build up against her a deep- 
seated prejudice, to poison her neigh- 
bors against her, to take from her the 
position of being the capital city of the 
State, to tear down her prestige within 
the state and to humiliate her befote 
the nation.” 

Officers Are Elected. : 

The meeting was held in a big tent 
at the corner of Elizabeth street and 
Euclid avenue, and was presided over by 
Forrest Adair, at the request of the lo- 
cal arrangements committee.

Davidson and Floyd KK. Mays; secre- 
tary, Robert Troutman; assistant: secre- 
tary, J. C. Buchanan. 

The ninth ward club has set as its 
goal the piling up of e largest pro- 
portionate majority fo r. Candler of 
any ward in the city.

LUSITANIA. CASE 
FAR FROM SETTLED 


State Department Terms 
Request for Permission to 
Publish Von _ Bernstorff 
Note an “Inadvertence.” 


Washington, August 10.—State de- 
partment officials today explained that 
the recent request to the Germany 
embassy for permission to publish one 
of Count von Bernstorff’s notes on the 
settlement of the Lusitania case was 
an inadvertence. At first it was de- 
nied that any such request had been 
made, but-an investigation of the de- 
partment’s files disclosed that a letter 
prepared by a subordinate official has 
been signed either by Secretary Lan- 
sing or Acting Secretary Polk and had 
been transmitted to the German em- 
bassy. 

State department officials declared 
that too much importance had been 
attached to the request in “German of- 
ficial quarters, and that it was not, as 
interpreted, an indication that Ger- 
many’s proposals were to be accepted as 
satisfactory. 

When Acting Secrgtary Polk was told 
Wednesday of the impression gained 
in German official quarters of the 
meaning of the request he said he 
could not talk about the Lusitania. 

Today both Secretary Lansing and 
Mr. Polk declared the request was in 
no wise an indication that the United 
States was about to accept Germany's 
long pending representations as Sat- 
isfactory; that the status of the en- 
tire negotiations still was informal, 
and that none of. the correspondence 
was of a nature for publication at 
this time. The case is regarded as still 
unsettled because of developments in 
submarine warfare and the attitude of 
the European belligerents on the sub- 
ject of armed merchanmen- which 
arose last February at the moment the 
Lusitania negotiations appeared to be 
on the point of a satisfactory conclu- 
sion. 

What Really Happened. 

State department official today 
broke their silence on the subject and 
asserted that what really happened v _ 
this: 

A subordinate officials who assem- 
bles the diplomatic correspondence pe- 
riodically compiled and published as a 
white house book, wrote the German 
embassy a letter which Mr. Polk ad- 
mitted was signed either by himself or 
by Secretary Lansing for permission 
to publish one of the Lusitania notes 
submitted by the German ambassador 
on December 4. The embassy replied, 
giving its assent with the suggestion 
that the last note, dated February 16, 
be published at the same time. This 
suggestion was not answered. On the 
other hand,the suggestion that any of 
the correspondense be published was 
dropped at once on the decision of 
higher officials that the circumstances 
which intervened to prevent a conclu- 
sion of the negotiations had not been 
altered, and that the situation still 
mas in a condition ene not war- 
rant publication of i the corre- 
spondence. The embassy was not in- 
formed of the changed plan. Word was 
sent to Berlin that the note would be 
made public here. 

Weren information was received here 
of the. request to the embassy and its 
reply, German embassy officials were 
questioned, and they led inquirers to 
believe they considered the proceeding 
an indication of the impending accept- 
ance of the latest German proposals. 
In fact, it was stated that the diplo- 
matic relations between the United 
States and Germany never had been so 
satisfactory from their point of view, 
since they were first inmmperilled by sub- 
marine warfare. 

Implied Acceptance. 
° This was supplemented further by 
characterizing as absolutely unwar- 
ranted recent intimations from Berlin 
that undersea warfare was about to 
be renewed’on its former beale. There 
was the added impression that the 
United States had been convinced, by 
the abandonment of the submarine 
campaign since the sinking of the Chan- 
nel liner Sussex, of the sincerity of 
Germany's declaration of acceptance 
of the principles laid down. Upon that 
showing they believed the state depart- 
ment was about to publish the Lusita- 
nia correspondence with an implication, 
at least, of its acceptability. 

This view of the situation was laid 
before Acting Secretary Polk Wednes- 
day as having been gained in German 
official quarters. Mr. Polk’s reply was 
a refusal even to discuss the Lusitania 
case. 

Today, however, as a sequel to publi- 
cation of a statement of the situation 
as it had been gained from German 
sources and laid beforé the state de- 
partment for comment, the explanation 
was made as stated in the foregoing. 

The United States government, it 
therefore appears, does not consider the 
matter settied in any sense any more 
than it Ze last February when the 
declaration of a new poliey toward 
armed merchant ships came up to halt 
the negotiations after officials had ad- 
mitted informally that Count von Bern- 
storff’s note met the demands of the 
American government and offered a 


satisfactory basis for negotiatin , 
tlement of the Lusitania claims. “ae

POTTLE ADDRESSES 


Pays Respects to Hardman 
and Harris, But Devotes 
Main Portion of Speech to 
Attack on Dorsey. 


Joseph E. Pottle, candidate for gov- 


natorial gun in Atlanta last night at 
the Grand Opera house, where 2,500 
persons heard his address.. 

Mr. Pottle was introduced by Marion 
Smith, son of Senator Smith, and his 
audience gave a cordial reception to the 
ex-solicitor general of the Ocmulgee 
circuit, | 

The candidate declared himself a 
friend of the laboring man. He said 
he was in favor of extension of the 
public school system of the state of 
Georgia as far as the state treasury 
and law would allow. He declared that 
tor the first time in thirteen years of 
public life he was asking the people 
of Georgia to vote for him. 

In rapid fire order Mr. Pottle paid 
his respects to Governor Nat Harris 
and Dr. Hardman, two of his opponents, 
He told in few and expressive words 
why neither of these two candidates 
should be chosen chier executive by 
the people of Georgia, 

Undercurrent for Dorsey. 

Without mentioning the name of his 
third opponent, Hugn M. Dorsey, Mr. 
Pottle inrormea nis audience that “he 
would now tei them avout his other 
opponent.” 

At this point it became evident that 
there was a strong unaercurrent at the 
meeting in tavor ot tne popular ex- 
sulicitor general of kultun county. 
There were loud cheers for Hugh Dor- 
sey. Mr. Pottle was compelled to wait 
for several minutes before being able 
to make himself heard above the min- 
gled cheers for Dorsey and himself. 
tiad Mr. Pottle mentioned outright Mr. 
Dorsey’s name it became evident that a 
Dorsey ovation would have followed. 

He finally began: 

“And I'm going to tell you all about 
this candidate.”

DANES’ UPPER HOUSE 
S OPPOSED T0 SALE 


Government May Dissolve 
| Rigsdag If Sale of West 
Indies Is Defeated—Com- 
pulsion on Part of United 
States Intimated. 


~ 


Copenhagen, August 10.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The first reading of the bill pro- 
viding for*the sale of the Danish West 
Indies to the United States was taken 
up in the folkething, the lower house 
of the rigsdag, today, and will be con- 
tinued tomorrow. It is believed that 
the folkething will adopt the measure 
Owing to the fact that the radical and 
socialistic parties, which have a major- 
ity, favor the sale. 

The landsthing, or upper house, it is 
thought, is opposed to the measure, the 
left party having joined the conserva- 
tives who desire to postpone Wpnsidera- 
tion of the matter. 

During the discussion today there was 
much excitement in the house and some 
women among the spectators shouted: 
“We will not sell.” 

The statement was made in behalf of 
the government that neither domestic 
nor economic considerations, but the in- 
ternational situation, had brought the 
question to a head and that if the sale 
was rejected the government would dis- 
solve the rigsdag and appeal to the 
country, 

Has Neo Alternative. 

The finance minister, Edward Bran- 
des, intimated that the government had 
no alternative, but to accede to the 
desire of the United States. 

The foreign minister 'frik de Scave- 
nius, in opening the debate, recommend- 
ed ratification of the sale. He added 
that the government had not favored 
the sale of the islands because of the 
favorable purchase price, but because 
retention of the islands might possibly 
{invelve Denmark ‘in international com- 
Plications. 

J. C. Christensen, ex-premier and 
leader of the left party, was unable to 
believe, as rumored, that Denmark was 
forced to sell or that there was any 
international danger, as. such belief 
would be an insult to the United States. 
The proposal to sell the isiands, he 
declared, was not oniy a surprise, but 
had come as a coup de main, and in the 
opinion of his party nothing should be 
decided during the’ war or until after 
the elections. 

The leaders of the radical and social- 
ist parties said that their parties fa- 
vored the sale, but the socialist leadet 
advocated the taking of a plebiscite of 
the people of the islands, if that were 
possible. 

Opposed by Conservatives. 

The conservative leader strongly op- 
posed the sale, declaring that a majority 
of his party was against it. 

The minister of finance emphasized 
the international considerations which 
had precipitated the matter and de- 
clared that dissolution of the rigsdag 
would follow rejection of the measure. 
Neither consideration of a domestic na- 
ture in the Islands nor economic gain 
had been the deciding factor. Already, 
in 1913, the government had received 
(‘an offer for the purchase of the islands, 
but declined to sell as it had no desire 
to lower the Danish colors anywhere 
without cogent reasons. 

Those who opposed the ‘sale, he con- 
tinued, had an easy task because the 
government was unable to unveil its 
chief arguments in favor of the sale. 
What should be done, for instance, if 
the United States took possession of 
the islands? he asked. Should Denmark 
declare war against the United States 
or appeal to Europe? The government 
felt bound to submit to the desire of 
a great atate; the government re- 
gretted that the colors had to be low- 
ered, but when a hurricane was blow- 
ing one had to run before it. 

He concluded by warning the house 
that responsibility for forcing elec- 
tions and the consequences a postpone- 
ment might involve would fall upon 
the rigsdag. 

It woul@d be a@ serious matter, For- 
eign Minister De Scavenius declared, if 
the sale was postponed and he empha- 
sized that with yegard to fereign af- 
fairs the rigsdag as at present con- 
stituted was fully competent to make 
a decision.

“Every sen- 
ator and every patriotic citizen can 
have but one opinion of a great news- 
paper which, when it comes into pos- 
session of a confidential communication 
| from the president of the United States, 
prints it to the detriment of the pub- 
lic interest.” 

The treaty by which 
States would acquire the. Dan- 
ish West Indies for $26,000,000, 
recently signed by Secretary Lan- 
sing and Danish Minister’ Brun, 
now is before the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee and probably will be 
considered early next week.

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Great Crowd From Colum- 
bus Watches Work of De- 
struction—Booze Belonged 
to Men Who Filed State. 


Girard, Ala., August 10.—One hundred 
and eight barrels of bottled beer and 
forty-six barrels of whisky, belonging 
to six Girard residents who recently 
left the state to escape prosecution on 
charges of prohibition violations, were 
destroyed here late today by Sheriff 
Richard Lindsey, of Russell county, and 
his deputies. The beer bottles were 
smashed against a warehouse wall and 
the whisky was poured into gutters, 
running into the Chattahoochee river. 

A great crowd, including thousands 
of persons from Columbus, Ga., across 
the river, from here, watched the pro- 
cedure, some even taking a hand in the 
destruction. A bystander set fire to a 
quantity of whisky which trickled down 
the gutters of @he street and the fire 
department was called out when it 
seemed for a time that the blue flames 
would reach the warehouses in which 
liquor had been stored. Otherwise there 
was no disorder. 

Finish Work in Morning. 

The deputies tired of their task early 
tonight and suspen@ed operations until 
morning. It is said that a large quan- 
tity remains to be destroyed. The en- 
tire amount to be destroyed under the 
present order held by the sheriff is said 
to be worth approximately $200,000. 

The sheriff's action came after At- 
torney General Martin, who has been 
conducting the prosecution of alleged 
prohibition violations in connection 
with the recent liquor raids here, haa 
obtained an order from Judge A. H.

TO TRADE BOARD 


Asks Federal Probe of Ac- 
tion of Refining Companies 
in Failing to Sell Him 
Gasoline. 3 | 


Charging that the refining companies 
doing business in Atlanta have virtual- 
ly declared war on his company in 
retaliation for an effoit on his part 
to force the price of gasoline down, 
J. K. Gewinner, of the Johnson-Ge- 
winner company, has written W. J. 
trade commis- 
sion, asking that that body investi- 
gate local conditions. 

Mr. Gewinner Wednesday advertised 
24-cent gas despite the fact that other 
retailers were charging 25 cents. He 
announced that the local market was 
unsteady and that there was a chance 
to force the wholesalers to reduce the 
wholesale price which would result in 
cheaper gas for the consumer. 

Immediately following this an- 
nouncement Mr. Gewinner states that 
the company which had been supplying 
him for several years notitied im 
that they would insist on cash pay- 
ments on all gasoline and that they 
would discontinue allowing a _ small 
per cent rebate given in «he past on 
large quantities. 

Could Not Buy Gasoline. 

Then Thursday, according to Mr. Ge- 
winner, the bottom dropped out. Auto- 
mobile owners, quick to take advantage 
of cheaper gasoline, emptied his big 
tank and it was necessary to order 
more. The company he did business 
with stated they could not sell him 
without the O. K. of the manager and 
that he “could not be found.” 

Phoning a second large company he 
was informed, ‘‘We do not care for 
any new accounts.” 

The third refining company told him’ 
they could not send gas to him just 
then as ‘their manager wags out.” 

As a resylt Johnson-Gewinner com- 
pany was without gasoline practically 
all day Thursday. 

“I cannot see the justice in the At- 
lanta automobile owners having to pay 
from 2 to 5.cents more a gallon for 
gas than other southern cities,” said 
Mr. Gewinner in discussing the ques- 
tion. “I am going to do everything I 
can <@©O help the situation. If selling 
gasoline lower than-anyone else will 
force the price down then I'll do it.” 

W. J. Harris, member of the federal 
trade commission, who is in Atlanta 
on his vacation, stated when seen by 
a Constitution reporter, that he would 
immediately forward Mr. Gewinner's 
letter to the secretary of that com- 
mission. It will be taken under con- 
sideration in due time, and should the 
facts justify it, an investigation will be 
instituted. 

“This matter cannot be taken up 
before 30 days, as the commissioners 
are ‘on their annual vacation. I do not 
know of a similar case and cannot say 
what will be the decision of the buard 
or what course they wil] follow. I am 
only one of the five men and I cannot 
decide a matter myself,” said Mr. 
Harris. 

Meanwhile Aslanta continues to pay 
from 2 to 5 cents more per gallon for 
gasoline than other southern cities. 

Mr. Gewinner’s Letter. 


The letter Mr. Gewinner has written 


to Mr. Harris is ‘as follows: 

‘Hon W. J. Harris, Member Federal Trade 
Commission: I notice from the Associated 
Press reports that the federal trade com- 
mission is now investigating the charge of 
collusion among the gasoline companies of 
the United States. 

‘T also notice from the newspapers that 
you are in Atlanta on a brief vacation trip 
from your official duties. 

“I take this oceasion, therefore, to lay 
before you while you are here, and through 
you to lay before-your board, a specific in- 
stance as hearing out the charge that the 
wholesale supply companies are acting in 
concert to keep up the price of gasoline. 

‘Prior to Wednesday of this week gasoline 
had been selling in Atlanta at 26c per gal- 
lon. On Tuesday, 8th instant, one local 
dealer announced a reduction to 2ic. The 
next day I announced a reduction to 24c 
which, 1 thought, was high enough, espe- 
clally as gasoline was selling in Chattanooga 
on the same day at 20c, and 24c’ allowed 
me a reasonable profit.

London, August 10.—Although bad 
weath@® is hampering the British and 
French maneuvers in the west, both 
the Italians and the Russians are keep- 
ing up their strong offensives against 
the Teutonic allies, respectively, in Aus- 
tria and Galicia—and at last reports. 
had made additional important gains. 

On the I'sonzo front the Italians have | 
continued to throw their forces across 
the river and have fought their way: 
to the east of Gorizia. Southwest of 
Gorizia they have taken strong Aus- _ 
trian entrenchments near Monte San _ 
Michele and Monte San Martino and 
also occupied Boschini, giving them a. 
freer hand for their operations on the. 
Doberdo plateau and southward toward 


Monfalcone. Large numbers of pris- 
oners were taken. 
Vienna, in admitting the loss of 


Gorizia, says the evacuation followed 
the repulse of new Italian attacks on 
the Doberdo plateau, and that the P 
straightening of the Austrian lines 
made necessary by the operation was 
carried out without molestation from 
the Italians. Vienna also reports that 
4,100 Italians have been taken prisoner 
in the recent fighting in this region. 

In Galicia, in the sectors of Stagislau 
and .Halicz, the Russians have driven 
farther westward in their endeavor to 
capture the central portion of the rail- 
road running from Kolomea to Lem- 
bere. Passing across the Monaster- 
zyska-Niznioff railway, they have ford- 
wipa river, southeast of 
Halicz,; and south of Stanislau have 
eaptured Kryplin on the Stanislau-Nad- 
vorni railroad. 

The Berlin official communication 
says that along the front of Archduke 
Charles Francis in Galicia, southwest 
of Welesnios and south of the Dnies- 
ter, new positions have been occupied 
by the Teutonic allies in accordance 
with previously arranged plans. Rus- 
sian attacks along the Strumen and 
Stokhod rivers were repulsed with san- 
guinary losses to the Russians. Another 
big battle has ‘started near Brody, in 
northern Galicia.

RUSSIANS PRESS 
TOWARD STANISLAU. 


Petrograd, August 10.—(Via London.) 
Russtan troops have forded the Zlota 
Lipa river, in Galicia, east of Stanislau, 
in the continuation of their progress 
westward along the Monasterzyska- 
Niznioff railway, says the official state- 
ment given out by the war department 
this evening. 

The statement follows: 

“On the River Sereth, between the 
villages of Neterince and Nosovce fierce 
fighting is going on, the Austrians and 
Germans making a series of counter at- 
tacks against the woods we occupy in 
the foreground of these villages. Up to 
now we have captured twenty officers 
and 1,300 men. 

“On the Monasterzvyska-Niznioff rail- 
way line our troops have made some 
progress in a westerly direction and 
have forded the River Zlota Lipa at 
some points, as all the bridges over the 
stream have been destroyed.” 

“Our troops, who. have occupied the 
right bank of the River Koropiec, in 
developing their success, have reached 
the MonastefrzyskKa-Niznioff railway 
and advanced to the mouth of the 
Ziota Lipa river. 

“In the region of Tysmienitsa our 
brave troops, following hard upon the 
heels of the retreating enemy, con- 
tinued their movement to the north 
and to the west, having occupied in a 
westerly direction the right bank of 
the river near Stricy-Nadvornaskoi. On 
the Nadvorna-Stanislau line we cap- 
tured the joint railway station of Kry- 
plin. All the bridges over the river 
have been blown up by the enemy. 
“In the region of Vorocht and the 
Rivers Bialy, Cheremosh and Suchava 
our troops made an advance of sev- 
eral versta.

Counselor Discusses. | 
Employment Bureaus 


Mr. George D. Hasley, vocational 
counselor of the Clearing House for 
Employment in the Chamber of Com- 
merce building, has just returned from 
a trip to Cincinnati, Buffalo, Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia and Wa'shing- 
ton, where he has spent some time 
studying the public employment bu- 
reaus and the employment departments 
of the derartments of the different 
corporations with the view to making 
the services of the Atlanta Clearing 
House for Employment of still greater 
Value to both employer and employee. 

In speaking of his trip, Mr. Hasley 
said: “One of the most interesting ex- 
periments in vocational training I had 
the pleasure of seeing on my trip was 
the extention rooms for commercial 
workers, New York city, where Miss 
Virginia Ake is in charge. Here a 
chance is given for office workers out 
of employment to capitalize their idle 
time. Very frequently there is some 
special weakness which has made it 
rather difficult for the worker to hold 
a position. It may be a poor grasp of 
business English, poor spelling, lack 
of knowledge of business forms or any 
of a number of such things. In the 
extension rooms they have classes in 
all these things. The instruction is so 
given that the applicant can enter at 
any time, say as long or short a time 
as he or ‘she may desire, and no matter 
how short the stay, go away somewhat 
better equipped to hold the next posli- 
tion. Classes are held in the after- 
noons from 1 to 5 so as to leave the 
mornings free to interview prospective 
employers. 

“It ts our plan to undertake some 
such work here in Atlanta in connec- 
tion with the Clearing House for Em- 
ser ag if possible in co-operation 
with the board of education. We feal 
that there is a great need for it. 

Purpose of Trip. 
“This !s onlyy one of the many in- 


teresting things I saw on the trip. I 
would like, however, to tell something 
of my purpose in taking this trip. We 
feel that we mu'st be something more 
than a mere ‘Job Getting Bureau.’ We 
are a failure if we simply try to ‘get 
jobs’ for those who are out of work. 
“It is our desire and our purpose 
to be of some real service to our ap- 


plicants, to the employers and to the 
community at large. To do this 
must study each applicant and : 
him get into the kind of work w 

he can be successful and happy,’ an 
to study the needs of each employer 
and find for him the kind of employee 
who will best fill these needs. 

“It was with the idea of finding. 
out ways to make our services more 
efficient along these lines that I vigit- 
red these cities. I have had the privi- 
lege of studying some of the most 
scientific employment departments and 
vocational guidance bureaus in the 
country—and I believe I have learned 
much that will help us toward the real- 
ization of our aim.”

HALTING THE STRIKE. 

The people of the United States will be 
fortunate indeed if mediation, already be- 
gun, can find a reasonable and satisfactory 
way out of the great railroad strike with 
which the country is threatened. 

The imagination fails in the effort to 
picture the calamity which would follow a 
tie-up of national railroad traffic. The lives 
of thousands of babies in the big cities of 
the country are directly dependent upon the 
daily supply of fresh milk which must reach 
them by railroad transportation. And this 
is but a single incident, a detail in the dis- 
tressing situation which would reach to 
every community, if the problem were not 
peaceably solved. 

The country is to be congratulated that 
President Wilson has taken hold of the 
problem and is seeking first through the 
mediation board to reach an adjustment 
which will be satisfactory to all parties con- 
cerned. The Washington Post thus well 
presents the possibilities of presidential 
mediation in averting so terrible a crisis: 

Machinery exists for the peaceable ad- 
justment of industrial disputes through 
mediation. Arbitration is always avail- 
able also, and no case is so desperate 
that it cannot be settled by capable and 
fair arbitrators. President Roosevelt 
once settled the dangerous coal contro- 
versy when it threatened to bring dis- 
aster to the country. President Wilson 
can settle the railroad controversy, or 
procure its settlement, if the public stands 
squarely behind him. No better exercise 
of the executive influence and authority 
can be imagined than the prevention of a 
national strike, and all patriotic men, re- 
gardless of politics, will support the 
president in the exercise of this power. 
Even if he should go to great lengths 
and subject himself to the criticism of 
the strait-laced defenders of the consti- 
tution he will be sustained if he main- 
tains industrial peace. 

The Post is correct. There is no man in 
the United States who, regardless of his 
politics, can afford to do otherwise than 
stand with the president in his sincere and 
determined effort to compose the difference 
between the railroads and their employees. 

The country today -is in a prosperous 
condition. It is growing more prosperous, 
and the railroads are getting their share of 
the business and the profits. These rail- 
roads exist and grow and prosper solely 
because they are the servants of the public. 
Whether the demands of the employees or 
the position of the railroads is correct, or 
whether there is a middle ground upon 
which they should come together, no fair 
and uninformed person will undertake to 
say in advance of a careful inquiry and a 
full presentation of the facts in the case. 

But if there is one thing more than an- 
other which the American public Hikes to 
see and will insist upon, it {is fair play. 

Through President Wilson and the me. 
diation board both sides to the controversy 
may expect just this. The whole country 
should get squarely back of him and accord 
him its complete and enthusiastic support 
in his well-directed effort to avert a calam- 


ity which would be intolerable.

HOUSE HOLDS TWO BUSY SESSIONS: 


13 BILLS ARE PASSED IN AFTERNOON 


With the rules cammittee complete mas- 
ter, unless overthrown by a _ three-fourths 
vote of the membership, the house yesterday 
during its double-Barrel session, made a rec- 
ord for itself in the amount of legislation 
disposed of. During the matinee sitting, it 
passed in rapid-fire order nine house and 
four senate bills, tabled three bills and one, 
after it had been read and voted upon by 
roll call, was postponed because the house 
contained one member fewer than the con- 
stitutional two-thirds of the membership. 

The morning session resulted in the de- 
feat of two constitutional amendment bills 
—one to create the county of Treutlen, the 
other to exempt college endowments from 
taxation. 

Prominent among the bills, passed Thurs- 
day is one to extend the marine boundary 
line of Georgia to three miles out to sea in 
the. Atlantic ocean, which bill is “intended 
to remedy a defect in the constitution and 
the state statutes. As a matter of fact, the 
house enacted this bill twice, once in the form 
of a house bill, and later it passed a senate 
bill containing precisely the same provision, 
so the latter only needs the governor's O. K. 
to make it Jaw. 

Hivid More Than One Office. 

Ovhner measures passed include one to per- 
mit aldermen and councilmen in cities of 
more than 9,000 inhabitants to hold more 
than one municipal office at a time; one 
whereby trust companies would.be empow- 
ered to reduce their capital stock to not 
under $100,000; another to reduce the number 
of trustees of the state sanitarium at Mil- 
ledgeville from ten to nine, and a companion 
bill fixing the term of office of such trustees. 

An important senate bill passed by the 
house is one to compel judges to fix bonds 
for persons convicted of a bailable offense, 
after sentence shall have been pronounced 
and 
for a new trial. 

A bill providing for the employment of a 
Stenographer by the attorney general at a 
salary of $1,200 a year, and another to per- 
mit the state librarian to attend conventions 
of the National Librarians’ association at the 
state's expense, were tabled. The bill post- 
poned for want of the requisite two-thirds 
voting is one providing for the payment of 
pensions to confederate veterans’ widows 
who may have remarried. 

Rules Committee Supreme. 

While the rules committee, being in ab- 
solute authority during the final seven days 
of the session, beginning Wednesday, may 
this morning report an entirely changed cal- 
endar tor the day, it considered almost 
certain that at least this portion of the or- 
der reported Thursday will stand: 

First, the bill to create a new county to 
be Known as Peach; second, the bill provid- 
ing for a popular vote on the proposed cap- 
ital removal from Atlanta to Macon; third, 
the bill providing for the creation of an ad- 
ditional judicial circuit, and, possibly, fourth, 
the anti-trading stamp bill. 

The Savannah recall bill several days ago 
was, by vote of the house, set as a special 
and continuing order for this morning, and 
will be taken up immediately following the 
period of unfinished business unless the rules 
committee shall determine to the contrarv. 

The Peach county bill was reported for 
Thursday, with debate limited to one hour. 
Next was reported the judicial circuit bil}, 
with debate limited to ten minutes. Third, 
came the capital removal bill. with debate 
limited to 45 minutes to the side. or an 
hour and a half, and following it were three 
pension law bills, debate upon which was 
limited to ten minutes each 

None of these bills was reached at the 
morning session, and when the honvse con- 
vened Thursday afternoon it voted to devote 
the first hour to the passage of bills upon 
Which there was no contest. Then the bal- 
ance of the time until adjournment at 5 
oclock was consumed in other legislation 
referred in the foregoing, some of which 
was contested. 

Anti-Trading Stamp Bill. 

The anti-trading stamp biil is understood 
to have been on the calendar as a special 
and continuing order for this (Friday) after- 
noon, but the committee on rules has a right 
to take it off entirély, or to keep postponing 
it to the heel of the afternoon calendar eacn 
day, where there is no likelihood of its being 
reached. Or, of course--and it is understood 
that Representative Blackburn has done his 
best to bring this about—it might be marked 
up and set for debate and vote today. . 

Representative Rich, of Miller, during de- 
bate upon a bill to appropriate $5,000 for 
surveying and mapping Georgia's swamp 
lands, made an impassioned appeal for econo- 
my and he won his fight, the measure finally 
being tabled by an overwhelming vote. 

“Il don’t want to go down in history as 
having been a member of the most extrava- 
gant legislature in the history of Georgia,” 
he-declared, “but I've done it. It is too late. 
for that is the record this legislature has 
earned, 

“The taxpavers of this state are down on 
their ‘Knees begging us, for God's sake, to 
desist from continuously appropriating and 
appropriating from a treasury wherein there 
is not onky nothing, but some $400,000 worse 
than nothing. 1 tell vou, it is time to put on 
the lid and sit down on it hard. You give 
a school, for instance, $50,000. Then mem- 
bers say ‘you've given that school $50,000, 
how can you refitse this school $50,000” One 
institution says it needs a big appropriation, 
and we make it; then another institution 
comes along with ‘You gave them so much: 
we can get along with half that much. How 
can you refuse to give it to us?” And thus 
it goes, on and on.

Treutien County Defeated. 


The Treutien county proposal—also a 
constitutional amendment bill—was lost by 
four votes, 122 voting for it and 55 against. 

Prior to the vote upon that measure, 
which had been debated previously and to 
which only ten minutes was allowed for dis- 
cussion yesterday, the speaker ordered the 
doors closed, that a constitutional quorum 
might be held for the rol! call. All available 
members were brought in from the senate 
chamber, the lobbies and elsewhere in the 
capitol wherever tney might be found by 
the messenger and doorkeepers. Speaker 
Burwell ordered the sergeant-at-arms to ar- 
rest members. if necessary, to bring them 
into the hall, and to report the names of all 
who refused to come, that the house might 
deal with them. 

Immediately began requests for 
consent” to retire from the hall, and 
members—Brown of Wheeler and Cook 
be excused from voting. 
Peacock of Dougherty objected to all such 
requests. Brown gave his reason for not 
wanting to vote that under a rule just adopt- 
ed the three-minute ~ explanation privilege 
had been dispensed with. Cook said he “has 
friends and relatives interested on both 
sides of this question,” probably 
upon “either” side, and that he did not 
to put himself on record as favoring one 
against another.

and in accordance with sectarianism, and, 
third, that it would put the state in the 
position of aiding sectarian institutions and 
thus be tantamount to the doctrine of churen 
and state separation. 

Friends of the measure argued ably and 
with force that swayed the majority of the 
house that the legislature could take no 
step that would more greatly further the 
cause of education or prove a greater boon 
to the citizenship of Georgia than in thus 
encouraging the institutions which are try- 
ing to uplift and educate the boys and giris 
of the state. They argued, too, that the in- 
dividuals who are supporting the private 
schools and colleges, and who are contrib- 
utors to the endowment funds, are likewise 
the chief and among the most willing con- 
tributors to the tax funds by which the 
public schools and colleges are maintained, 
and that in the spirit of fair play, if for no 
other reason, the private beneficiaries of 
their liberality should be aided by the state 
in turn at least to the extent of freeing their 
endowments from the burdens of taxation. It 
was pointed out time and again, too, that the 
bill provided that in all instances . wherein 
college endowment moneys should be invest- 
ed in realty, revenue-producing buildings, 
etc.. such property would not be exempt 
from taxation. 

Among the members of the house speak- 
ing for the measure under the three-minute 
privilege were: Atkinson and Andrews of 
Fulton, Bale of Floyd, Stark of Jackson, 
Dart of Glynn, Simpson of Cherokee, Conger 
of Decatur and others.

Business-Like Methods 
Will Mean Big Saving 
To State, Says Report 


A special joint committee of the 
house and senate appointed to examine 
the report of Auditor Charles J. Metz, 
reported Thursday morning that enor- 
mous savings could be effected by the 
state through the operation of busi- 
ness-like methods. It recommended that 
$5,000 be appropriated to employ an au- 
ditor to work out such a system and 
report back to the next general assem- 
bly. 

The report of the committee contain- 
ed the following important recommen- 
dations: 

1. That legislature establish a board 
of control and a state purchasing agent. 

2 That appropriations be made by the 
budget system instead of the lump system, 
thus enabling the legislature to investigate

of afterwards. 

8. That state officials handling funds 
adequately bonded. 

4. That the effices of comptroller general 
and tax commissioner be separated, and like- 
wise that the offices of state treasurer and 
bank examiner be separated. 

5. That salaries of treasurers of state in- 
stitutions ba abolished. 

6. That the records in the office of the 
secretary of state be thoroughly protected 
from loss by fire, theft or otherwise. 

7. That all funds collected by the state 
be placed in the state treasury, and that all 
expenditures be made from the treasury on 
warrants properly approved, thus enabling 
the state to obtain interest on cash balan- 
ces. 

&. That the comptroller general he empow- 
ered to investigate county settlements with 
the state. ® 

9. That no funds of the state be allowed 
to be withdrawn by any individual and kept 
in his or her private possession. 

19. That spurious pension claims be purged 
from the pension roll. 

11. That a closer relation be established 
hetween the congressional district agricul- 
tural schools and the state government, so 
as to permit an oversight of the financial 
management of these schools. 

12. That wherever property of the state 
in the control of the prison commission. 
the agricultural college or any other depart- 
ment is sold, the proceeds of sale be re- 
quired to go into the state treasury. 

13. That oil inspectors be required to set- 
tle promptiy with the state, as required 
by law. 

14. That no funds of the national 
ernment be used by the military 
ment to pay current expenses.

ACTS AS BOOMERANG

Washington, August 10.—(Special.)— 
Republican Candidate Charles’ E. 
Hughes has gotten the worst of it in 
attempting to make , political capital 
of the appointment of William J. Har- 
ris, of Georgia, as director of the cen- 
Sus and later as a member of the fed- 
eral trade commission. Mr. Hughes’ 
refetence to E. Dana Durand, former 
director of the census, as ‘an eminent 
Statistician, a man of conspicuous ex- 
pertness and fitness for the place,” has 
aroused considerable amusement here 
among those who recall Mr. Durand’s 
conspicuous failure as an administra- 
tor. 

Mr. Durand is now a school .teacher 
in Minnesota. He admits that he of- 
fered his resignation to President Wil- 
son “as was customary” and as other 
republicans holding high political of- 
fices did. He indicates with much sin- 
cerity, however, that he would have 
been glad to hold on to this $6,500 job. 
“I very much desired to retain the posi- 
tion,” to use Mr, Durand’s own words. 

In rushing to the defense of Mr. 
Hughes, David 8S. Barry, publicity chair- 
man of the republican campaign com- 
mittee, describes Mr. Harris as ‘“‘the 
political boss of Georgia,” and charges 
him with having recently “violated all 
the proprieties by attending and ma- 
nipulating the democratic state conven- 
tion of Georgia and taking its control 
out of the hands of Senator Thomas W. 
Hardwick.” 

Smith Defends Harris. 

Senator Hoke Smith, of Georgia, 
warmly defended the appointment of 
Mr. Harris in a controversy on the 
floor of the senate today with Senator 
Charles E. Townsend, of Michigan, who 
grew lachrymose over the removal of 
Mr. Durand. 

Simultaneously Mr. Durand has con- 
fessed that he offered his resignation 
to President Wilson “as was custom- 
ary,’ but indicated that he would have 
gg to hold on to his $6,500 political 
ob. 

Secretary of Commerce Redfield has 
notified Mr. Hughes that if Mr. Durand 
had not voluntarily tendered his resig- 
nation he would have been forced out 
for inefficiency.
